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REQUEST FOR RECONSIDERATION: Applicants' argument that there is no suggestion or motivation to combine Maybeck and Hideo to 
arrive at the instant invention is not persuasive. Applicants argue that the instant hair composition is targeted to hair shaft and provide 
the benefit of improved strength and condition of the hair by a combinationof amino acid and hair conditioning agents. It is also argued 
that Maybeck does not teach hair composition targeted to hair shaft and instead only to scalp. This argument is not persuasive because 
instant claims 1-4,8 and 9 only recite a composition and the prior art composition need not be used for the same purposes as that of the 
instant. With respect to claim 10, the method simply states treating hair and does not state hair shaft. Applicants' argument that Hideo 
fails to teach a benefit to epidermis is not persuasive because applicants have not shown that the composition of Maybeck and Hideo 
does not provide the intended results and moreoever the argued features are not claimed in the instant invention. Both Maybeck and 
Hideo are directed to hair compositions, providing benefit to hair and thus form analogous art and hence the rejections are proper. 
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
